{rade demands for a small type of 
turkey suitable for small families 
and small ovens, poultry scientists 
of the U. S. department of agri- 
culture developed such a bird dur- 
ing the period 1934-1944, accord- 
ing to W. E. Newlon, specialist in 
poultry of the agricultural exten- 
sion service University of Cali- 
fornia. 

This new turkey they call the 
Beltsville small white. 

At a market age of 24 to 26 
weeks and in finished condition, 
small-type toms weigh 12 to 17 
| pounds, and young hens 714 to 10 
pounds. These live weights are 











normal-size turkeys. 
;ed but undrawn, the small-type 
toms weigh about 144 to 2 pounds : 
less, and young hens about a
